l and will advise us whether we can strike the testimony completely or 
merely the names, I also reviewed with him some of the points against 
publication including the irony that the Committee which was reviewing the 
Agency's role to determine compliance with existing law would be revealing 
information on organization, personnel, and methods of operation inconsistent 
with existing law; the undermining of the credibility of the Agency's capability 
to protect sources and methods; and the opportunity for distorting our testi- 
mony because of security deletions. I told Woolsey that we have two followup 
items to deliver, one concerning the use of disguises, and the other concerning 
Mr. Helms' comments for Senator Symington on the 23 May testimony on the 
McCord letters. 


13. I I Talked with Ed Braswell, Chief Counsel, 

and Jack Ticer, Chief Clerk, Senate Armed Services Committe e, about 
Mr. Colby's financial holdings. Braswell said that under the circumstances 
all that would be needed would be a letter from Mr. Colby to the Chairman 
stating the names of the companies in which he owns shares of stock and a 
statement indicating that the Agency has no contracts nor does it do business 
with either of these companies. Normally a statement from the General 
Counsel would also be required regarding possible conflict of interest but 
in this instance it is not necessary. (We are preparing a letter along the 
lines he suggested. ) 
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
